SIRE PROSPECTS OF PETER PAN 



Broad Testimony of Secretary J. F. Ryan and 
Owner Lumsden at Ottawa. 

.\t the last session of Dr. Rutherford's Royal 
Commission on racing in Canada, at Ottawa, the 
most iintiortaiit witness, .lohii K. R.vaii. secre- 
tary of the Canadia.'i National Rurcaii of Rrecding. 
gave evidence about the iiecessit.v of breeding, ami 
slated that "The I’anihei” had rccciitl.v been pur- 
cha.sed by the .Argentine government for Sl-'iO.OtMI. 
the purpose iM-iiig to improve the stamh-ird of breed- 
ing. 

Mr. Ryati furnished testimony as to racing in New 
/eahtnd. Argentine. Kngiand. France and other 
countries, showing that in many places the state 
received a great deal of revenue from the racing 
.associations. >lr. K.van rigid a stateniiuit from 
Field -Marshal Haig, staling that the thoroughbred 
was of great value f.ir laith arm.v and agricultural 
pni|wises. adding Unit the stamina < f Ceneral -Al- 
lenb.v’s mounts was chiefl.v res|ionsible for his 
success in I’alestine. where cavalr.v operations had 
caused the collapse of Turkish resistance. The war. 
he saiii. had hrought home the fact that tiioroiigli- 
bred breeding was absoliitel.v ini|ierat ive. Tlie cii- 
I I iiragemcnt of tiie breeding he considered was gov- 
I ri niciit business. He thought the govcriimcnt 
should lake a pcri-cnlage from the racing assiM-i.i- 
lioiis and aii|ily it to the breeding bureaus. He 
thought the legal form of betting much superior. 

.A siatemciit was made b.v .loliii l.|.inisdcu of 
OtI.iwa to the effect that th(“ closing up of race 
tracks ill Canada had disioiiraged him from breed- 
ing thoronghbreds in the Dominion. .Another fea- 
ture of the hearing was the view of Inspector Mc- 
Kinney of the Toronto lailice force moralit.v deiiart- 
iiiuil that rail! track Isdiing was responsible for 
slatting young men along the path of ga'iibling. 
The general consensus of oiduioii a|».iearcd to be 
that racing was not to Is' discouraged, but several 
witnessi's were of the opiniiui that race tracks might 
Is* sitccessfiill.v operated b.v means of government 
ass is I a lice. 

Colonel I’err.v. commissioner of tlie Royal Cati.i- 
dliiti Jloimicd I’olice. stated Unit he was having the 
greatest difficulty in getting suitable mniiiits for 
bis men. In fact, it was imisissibh- to get more 
than a small percentage of the kind of horses rc- 
i.iitred b.v tlie force. _ The thoroughbred horse' l•om- 
bined the i|iialities rei|uircd for seoiitiiig and fight- 
ing pitriMises. and was absoliitel.v necessary to the 
breeding of good horses.

JudgefI on hi.s merits as a race hor.«e, Peter Pan Avas nigh unto top cla.ss. There is, how- 
ever, one blot on his escutcheon which cannot Avell be explained away, and this his flefeat by 
the ugly duckling Frank (jiill in the running of the Coney Island .Jockey Club Stakes as a 
three year-old in 1907. Well do I renieml>er Avatching the race from the topmo.st tier of the 
Sheepshead Bay grandstand. Peter Pan was afforded every chance, taking up the running 
on the collapse of the Futurity winner Electioneer; but it was not to be. Frank Gill aaos a 
running horse that day, and Peter Pan failed cAen to gain a situation. Of course, Frank 
Gill was an in-and-outer, died from heart affection, if I remember rightly, but was a great 
horse on Jockey Club Stakes afternoon. Peter Pan subsequently Avent on to redeem his some- 
vhat tarnished reputation, and Avon well over S100,000 during his turf career. 

As a sire Peter Pan has succeeded quite aacH, without at all setting the Thames on fire. 
Black Toney, his .son, raced creditably; Castleton in England put in .some good Avork. and 
Pennant won the Futurity. Last year Peter Pan had out the Alabama Stakes and Realization 
Winner Vexatious, and I do not belicAC the liest has as yet been seen of Peter Pan as a sire. 
()nly a few Aveeks ago I was alTordefl an opportunity of looking the horse o\er at Mr. Whit- 
ney’s place, and can truthfullj’ say I never liaAe seen him looking quite so Avell; his coat, 
though it was then mid December, glossy and shining as in June; a big horse; surely one 
possessed of a powerful, massive frame, unforttmately adorned by a somewhat homely head. 

Is it by the way of Peter Pjtn,. I wopder. that the line of Doniino js to carry on? Black 
Toney has that fleet filly Mias Jemima runnin.g for him, and Pennant Keeps his sire company 
on the Whitney farm. Nothing really first-class in the two-year-old line was to be found run- 
ning for Peter Pan last year; in fact, even though his appearance contradicts it, I am of the 
opinion that Peter Pan’s best .successes will come through his daughters’ excellence as brood 
mares. Commando exhibits an unusuall.v well-balanced pedigree, and Peter Pan’s dam, Cinder- 
ella, is a daughter of that good brood mare sire Hermit; his granddam by the Cambridge- 
shire winner See Saw, a horse of Herod descent, Avhose daughters are most productive of 
Avinners. and the following dam, Mabille, a sister to the Derby and Grand Prix winner Cre- 
morne, also is a member of the house of Herod. .All of Peter Pan’s close ancestors, bar 
Darebin, are fine, well shafted, elegant horse.s, and I suppose Peter Pan’s massiAe and a tritle 
i-regular outline is due, in no small measure, to the Darebin jtroximity. Darebin, howe\er, 
was a conspicuous success as a brootl mare sire, and his daughter.s, the dams of Commando, 
Africander, Goldsmith and Lou Lanier, dam of .-\«lriana, which foaled those two good fillies 
Celandria and Coquette. Cinderella is also the dam of the recent stud success Von Tromp, and 
of that good winner and jiroduccr. Fairy Sliftper. 

Hermit blood is good brood mare bloofi, and hi.s Ion. Bay Middleton, Sultan. Tadmor 
rains guarantee success for Peter Pan as a brood mare sire, and all this is backed by Buc- 
caneer and the Melbourne of Brocket, sire of Margery Daw, dam of Buccaneer. Mabille is 
a daughter of another good brood mare sire, Parmesan. Is it any Avonder, then, that success 
as a brood mare sire should be anticijiatcd for Peter Pan, especially if his daughters should 
lake in make and shape after the See Sav\', Hermit, Parme.san, part of his makeup? There 
i; every reason to suppose also that Peter Pan will sire a first-cla.ss colt. The Tetrarch, 
which also strains to Ma'oille, hearlcd the English winning sire list in 1919, and Pietermaritz- 
t>urg is a big success as a sire in the Argentine. So that although the Burton Barb family was 
designated by Bruce Lowe as a running family, there is also hofte for it as a sire line. Peter 
Pan is besides a splendid outcross for all mares of St. Simon, Bend Or, Hampton and Isonomy 
ilescent; none of the names of these apfiear in his i>eriigrce. I therefore anticipate much suc- 
ce.’^s for Peter Pan when those wire and Avhipcord St. Simon marcs are cho.«en for hi.s mates, 
lor here is the Darebin blood of Melbourne close at hand to make success additionally cer- 
tain. Bend Or, too. would bring in the strains of Stockwell and Thormanby, in which blood 
also Peter Pan is deficient. Lack of Hampton, too, is also apparent, and Lsonomy blood should 
give good results. Really, the more 1 study Peter Pan’s breeding the more convincetl rlo I be- 
come that he A’.ill do the best Avhen bred to clean-cut all Eclipse English mare.«, just as did hif 
sire. Commando, before him.
